COUNCIL APPROVES 
AMENDED BUDGET

$106,000 Included Against 
Key’s Wishes for Schools 
to Budget Against; $88,- 


000 for Textbocks. 


In one of the most tempestuous 
sessions of recent months, the Atlanta 
city council and the aldermanic board 
Monday afternoon attempted to com- 
pose differences between the James 
L. Key administrationists and a 
school bloc, but it was believed that 


the effort was made in vain.. 

Two amendments to the 1934 
budget, passed over the mayor's veto, 
comprised the compromise, but Mayor 
Key’s veto of them was expected. 

The first, offered by the finance 
committee, transfers $87,928.61 from 
interest accounts of the municipality 
to meet a 1932 schoolbook bill of the 
school department. In the original 
budget, the sum was taken from re- 
funding bonds pledged to federal au- 
thorities for relief purpoags, Key ob- 
jecting to the use of the money in 
that manner. 

The second amendment was 0of- 
fered by Councilmfig Joseph FE. Ber- 
man and Alderman J, Sid Tiller and 
provided that schools would be al- 
lowed to budget against $106,Q00 of a 
$390,000 contingent fund. The $106,- 
000 represents the 1933 deficit of the 
school department. This amendment 
is destined to form the basis of Key’s 
veto, according to reports, since the 
mayor has served notice that he will 
not approve any budget contemplating 
budgeting against any of the $390,-.

A-cold wave that followed: in the 
wake of Sunday’s wind and rainstorm 
will arrive here in full force this 
morning with a minimum temperature 
of 12 degrees, the weather bureau 
predicted Monday. The day will be

10 PERSONS KILLED 
AS TRAIN CRASHES 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Crack Flier Plunges 
Through Bridge’ Into 
Underpass in Pitts- 
burgh; Many Injured. 


PITTSBURGH, Feb, 26.—(UP)— 
At least 10 persons were known killed 
when a fast Pennsylvania railroad 
passenger train was wrecked near the 
Federal street station here tonight. 

The engine plunged through a bridge 
into an underpass, piling steel and 
iron wreckage in the street below it. 
Five cars piled over the engine, one 
of them crashing into a chewing gum 
plant, ripping off a corner. 

Two of the dead were identified at 
the morgue here as David A. Duch- 
arme, 50, past grand master of the 
Knights of Columbus, of Ansonia, 
Conn., and Clarence J. Mayer, of In- 
gram, Pa. 

Three other unidentified bodies lay 
in the morgue. At least five others 
were known dead, 

The engineer and fireman, first 
feared buried under the mass of 
debris in Cremo street, where the en- 
gine piled up, later were discovered 
among the injured in Allegheny Gen- 
eral hospital. 

The train was less than a mile from 
the main Pennsylvania station when 
the wreck occurred. Apparently the 
engine struck a split rail on a slight 
downgrade bordering West Park, on 
the north side. 

C, 8. Thompson, of Erie, Ind., who 
was riding in the combination car 
near the engine, said he and his fel- 
low passengers had been alarmed by 
the train’s luréhing only a minute be- 
fore the crash.

The Quality Service Stores organi- 
zation is really a combination of two 
agencies—the Quality Service Stores, 
which handles the advertising, and the 
Atlanta Savings Stores, which. repre- 
sent the warehouse from which the 
merchandise is distributed. M. Blank 
is president of the organization. 


A complete list of officers, commit- 
tee members, and members appears 
below. 

Some idea of the expansion of this 
business is given in the statement that 
the warehouse in 1933 turned over a 
volume of $2,000,000 in sales. The 
volume of the store sales was many 
times that figure. 

The Atlanta Savings Stores were 
organized in October, -1928, by a 
handful of grocers with the idea of 
serving housewives economically. This 
would be done through co-operative 
buying, affording the consumers com- 
parative prices at independent stores. 
In 1929 the stores were chartered 
with 50 members. 

Since then they have enjoyed con- 
tinuous growth, giving their customers 
the benefit of low prices made pos- 
sible by pool buying. A warehouse 
was needed to store the large amount 
of merchandise ordered. The initial 
unit contained 1,500 square feet. In 
the latter part of 1929 this space was 
outgrown and 10,000 feet were re- 
quired. . 
Merger Is Made. 

At this time the Atlanta Savings 
Stores were only buying, not adver- 
tising. The Q. S. S. stores specialized 
on advertising. Organized on Novem- 
ber 15, 1930, as a separate corpora- 
tion, Q. S. S. was merged with the 
Savings Stores for buying and adver- 
tising. The merger then had 150 
stores enrolled. 

The Savings Stores furnished mer- 
chandise to the members at cost plus 
the expense of handling, and the in; 
dividual merchants passed on the sav- 
ings in the form of low prices to 
their customers. 

After the merger, the volume of bus- 
iness increased so rapidly that larger 
warehouse space became necessary, 
and the merged company moved to 
its present location at 385-7 White- 
hall street, where there are 40,000 
square feet of floor space. Today the 
organization has 196 members in 
Greater Atlanta. Plans for 1934 call 
for 300 members, and it is also plan- 
ned to build the company’s own home 
for produce and other products. 

The business has now spread to a 
radius of 75 miles of Atlanta. With 
the NRA in force, Q. 8S. 8. expects 
their business will show a warehouse 
volume of $3,000,000, an increase of 
40 per cent. 

Service to the housewives of Atlan- 
ta is the keynote of the organization. 
As part of this service, the board of 
directors decided to open today its 
cooking school at the Georgia thea- 
ter. In charge of Miss Viola Decker, 
and sponsored by The Constitution, it 
will last through Friday.

MANGHAM IS GIVEN

Supreme Court Vacates 
Former Stand; Pressing 
of Issue Unlikely.

The state supreme court Monday 
reopened the J. J. Mangham-J. W. 
Barnett litigation over Mangham’s 
right to the appointment of chairman 
of the state highway board, a post he 
already has resigned, by vacating its 


judgment of several months ago which | 


ordered a newtrial in the Buchanan 
superior court, where the ouster pro- 
ceedings had been tried before a jury. 


The court did not substitute any 
new opinion in the case but pointed 
out that it was not a distress case, 
which means that it will have to be 
set down for reargument ‘at the next 
term of court. 


The action followed Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge’s removal of Captain 
Barnett as highway board chairman 
last summer and the appointment of 
Mangham in his stead. Mangham, 
however, since has resigned and the 
chairmanship has been given to W. 
Eugene Wilburn, middle Georgia 
board representative, who was named 
to the commission when J. P. Wilhoit 
was appointed chairman of the public 
service commission. There is no con- 
test surrounding the status of Wil- 
burn. 

Whether or not the order of the 
supreme court vacating its previous 
decision was in answer to the appeal 
of Attorney-General M. J. Yeomans 
and others who represented Mangham 
and had sought a rehearing could not 
be determined Monday, despite the 
fact that the vacating of the decision 
of December actually will’ result in 
the rehearing sought by Mangham’s 
counsel on the ground that only four 
of the six justices participated in the 
decision, whereas the Mangham coun- 
sel insisted that six justices should 
have participated. 

Captain Barnett’s counsel, it is un- 
derstood, never have opposed the mo- 
tion for a rehearing and there was 
some doubt as to whether or not they 
would even appear to press their ap- 
peal. Captain Barnett now is connect- 
ed with the federal geological survey 
project being conducted under the aus- 
pices of the civil works administra- 
tion and his attorneys said they had 
no statement to make. 

It is generally admitted by Cap- 
tain Barnett’s friends that he neither 
hopes nor desires to return to the high- 
way department during the Talmadge 
administration so the ultimate effect 
of the supreme court’s decision on the 
case probably will have no effect in 
the administration of highway depart- 
ment affairs. Mangham also being 
gone, it appeared doubtful Monday ‘if 
the issue would be pregsed further, al- 
though to all outward signs the coun- 
sel for Mangham’ represented that 
they were preparing for a court fight 
However, there being 
nothing at stake, it appeared unlikely 
that the attorneys would use their 
time on the case and ask the court 
to use its time.

3 BANKS WILL AID 
U.9TOREIGNTRADE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—()— 
Establishment of three banks to aid 
in expanding American foreign trade, 
ail three to be headed by George N. 
Peek, was announced at the White 
House tonight after a more than two- 
hour cenference between President 
Roosevelt and his chief trade and 
tariff advisors. 

In addition to the import-export 
bank of Washington, capitalized at 
$11,000,000 for trade with Russia, 
which was announced two weeks ago, 
two additional trade expansion and 
credit providing banks for trade with 


be organized. 

Peek, former farm administrator, 
and foreign trade advisor to. the 
president, announced his acceptance 
of the presidency of the banks at the 
conclusion of the meeting. 

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration will provide funds for the 
banks. The amount of capitalization 
of the banks for Cuba and other for- 
eign countries was not announced. 

In a formal statement tonight, Peek 
emphasized that the banks were es- 
tablished to provide credit facilities 
not now available through regular 
banking channels, for financing the 
seller. 

In announcing the establishment of 
the bank for trade with Russia, it 
was made plain that any financing 
would be in granting of credit to 
American exporters and manufac- 
turers with contracts for products to 
be sold to soviet Russia. 

A board of directors for the bank 
for Russian trade was elected short- 
ly after its establishment and it is 
understood that the same directors 
will serve all three credit institutions. 

Temporary offices of the banks are 
expected to be set up in Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation headquar- 
ters. 

Designed as a general round-table 
discussion of American foreign trade 
problems and consideration of plans 
for recouping the large losses sus- 
tained in foreign trade during recent 
depression years, the meeting at the 
White House was understood to have 
been devoted largely to consideration 
of the Peek bank plan and a subsid- 
iary discussion of tariff problems, 

To explore thoroughly any’ of the 
ideas, plans and suggestions designed 
to expand foreign trade, the president 
called in Secretaries Hull and Wal- 
lace, Assistant Secretary of State 
Sayre, Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture Tugwell, Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce Dickinson, Harry Payer, 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, and Doctor Herbert Feis, 
economic advisor of the state depart- 
ment.

2D WYNEKOOP TRIAL

Counsel for Dr. Wynekoop concen- 
trated on an effort to convince the 
jury that the defendant’s “statement” 
admitting the shooting was made at 
the suggestion of police while the 63- 
year-old physician was in a weakened 
condition as the result of an all-night 
police grilling. 

The “eight word confession,” which 
Dr. Hoffman had testified in the first 
trial that Dr. Wynekoop had made to 
him was repeated by him in answer 
to questions by Prosecutor Charles S. 
Dougherty. 

“After Dr. «Wynekoop had made 
her statement to the police, did you 
have any further conversation with 
her?” asked Dougherty. 

“Yes,” replied Dr. Hoffman, “I 
asked her why she did it.”

Both the institutions of higher edu- 
cation and the common schools of the 
state Monday were looking to the fed- 
eral government for financial assist- 
ance, 

Chancellor Philip Weltner of the 
university system, was preparing to 
leave today for Washington, where 
he will press the application of the 
system's board of regents for a $3,- 
571.000 loan for improvements and 
additions to the state’s colleges and 
Superintendent M. D. Collins was in 
Washington, where it was reported 
that he is seeking a loan of $2,500,- 
000 for the common schools.

Good frying means quick frying, 
explained Miss Decker. This requires 
that the Wesson Oil be hot when the 
food is placed in the pan.

Germany and Poland 
Sign Cultural Pact 


BERLIN, Feb. 26.—(4)—Germany 
and Poland signed a cultural non- 
aggression pact today. 

The action followed the exchange on 
Saturday of ratifications of a politi- 
cal non-aggression pact between the 
two countries which was negotiated 
January 26. 

The aim of both pacts is to provide 
a peaceful settlement of all questions 
arising between the two nations. 

The chiefs of the government press 
departments of both countries today 
agreed “in all questions having to do 
with the moulding of public opinion 
to lend their co-operative effort in a 
direction more and more toward awak- 
ening mutual understanding and there- 
by insure a friendly atmosphere.” 

Accordingly, the newspapers and 
radio stations of Germany and Poland 
are to cease attacks on the other 
country. Motion pictures and the 
theaters will refrain from perform- 
ances belittling, attacking or besmirch- 
ing the other country.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—(/)— 
Teaching, nursing, library work, and 
office work are the occupations most 
made 
by the National Federation of Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Clubs 
has revealed. 

Medicine, retail merchandising, 
credit management and the executive 
side of social work are the least 
crowded. 

Mrs. 
of Richmond, Va., president of the fed- 
eration, announced the results of the 
survey today. She is here in connec- 
tion with the federation’s business, 
which includes a campaign to obtain 
10,000 jobs for “white collar’ women 
before March 11. 

“Even in the fields that are over- 
crowded,” Mrs. Bowman asserted, 
“there are opportunities for women 
with specialized technical training. 
In nursing, for instance, there are 
openings in frontier and public health 
nursing, as executives, and in connec- 
tion with social work. 

“Home economics is crowded for 
teachers, but not in the business end, 
Here dietetic technicians and execu- 
tive home economists are in demand. 
There are many opportunities for exec- 
utive housekeepers in hotels, and this 
is a field in which men can’t com- 
pete.” 

Women in Medicine Decrease. 

The number of women in medicine 
has decreased from 9,000 in 1910 to 
6.800 in 1930, Mrs. Bowman said. 
Women doctors, she asserted, say 
there are more opportunities in medi- 
cine than ever before, but there are 
few scholarships in medical schools

available for women, and women find 
it extremely difficult to get interne- 


i 

But there are many chances for 
women as ipasee practitioners in 
rural areas they are willing to go 
there, the study showed, and there 
are also opportunities for women doc- 
tors in school, court, reformatory and 
industrial work, and a “great field” 
in psychiatry. 

Women lawyers likewise find it 
hard to get started. Mrs. Bowman 
said, and there are 47 times as many 
men as women lawyers. New fields 
in which opportunities for women are 
increasing, she said, are accounting 
and insurance. 

Face Same Problems as Men. 

“Women have had to meet the same 
problems as men during the depres- 
sion,” said Mrs. Bowman, “as well as 
their own special problems. 

“From the government down, the 
public generally has forgotten the fact 
that women need to take care of 
themselves and that more than half of 
those who work either contribute to 
or support families. 

“Women have resourcefulness, 
adaptability and moral courage. With 
these qualities to contribute, the soon- 
er all occupations are open to them 
on an equal basis, the richer our na- 
tional life will be. 

“The tremendous economic changes 
taking place affect women more than 
men becanse they have robbed women 
of the old things they used to do by 
hand and raised the standard of liv- 
ing, in price anyway. The normal 
thing today is for every boy and girl 
to look forward to earning their own 
living except in rare cases of privilege 
and wealth.”

8 Passengers in Air Liner Unhurt 


When ‘Prop’ Tears Through Cabin 


By the Associated Press. 

Eight passengers aboard an LHast- 
ern Air Transport liner narrowly es- 
caped injury late Monday afternoon 
when a northbound plane made a 
forced landing near Levy, 8S. C., after 
a portion of a propellor broke and 
tore through the mail compartment 
of the ship, passing between the pilot 
and the passengers seated in the rear. 
Officials of the line said none of the 
eight passengers was hurt. 

The ship, a tri-motor, flying the 
regular schedule between Jacksonville 
and Richmond, had just left Savan- 
nah, Ga., when about six inches of 
the propellor on the left wing motor 
broke. 

The piece went entirely through 
the cabin, cutting a hole in the mail 
section, which is between the pilot’s 
seat and the passenger cabin. 

The ship began vibrating violently 
and Pilot R. K. Smith immediately 
cut off all motors and headed for the 
nearest spot of open ground, a small 
cornfield. One wing brushed a tree 
as he came down, breaking some ribs, 
but the ship landed otherwise undam- 


aged. 
The pilot walked several miles to 


a telephone to summon help and an- 
other ship was sent to a near-by field 
and picked up the passengers, who 
continued their flight northward. 

Officials said the field where Smith 
landed was so small it would be im- 
possible to fly the ship out. They 
expected to remove the wings, tow 
the ship into Savannah and fly it to 
Atlanta for permanent repairs. 

E. A. T. said it was the first pro- 
peller accident the line had experi- 
enced in 18,000,000 miles of flying.

GAME PRESERVATION PROGRAM. | 
As Georgia approaches the close 
of what has been, in many respects, 
the most successful hunting season 
in recent years, the sportsmen of 
the state will be interested in the 
plans now being laid by the gov- 
ernment for the preservation and 
increase of wild life in the country. 
Under plans submitted by the 
president’s committee on wild life 
restoration, between $25,000,000 
and $50,000,000 would be used in 
the acquisition of some 12,000,000 
acres of property in large tracts of 
land in various sections of the coun- 
try, to be set aside as havens for 
ducks and geese, prairie chickens 
and grouse, deer, elk and moose. 


In addition to the first appro- 
priation for the purchase of 
these areas an annual expenditure 
of approximately $3,000,000 is 
proposed for the financing of 
a permanent program of control 
of the various game reserves. It 
is proposed that this upkeep fund 
shall be raised by a tax on ammuni-

a noticeable pallor, yet the blood 
count is likely to show an actual in- 
in red corpuscles. Drug ad- 
dicts are notoriously pallid though 
not necessarily anemic. Victims of 
chronic lead poisoning are more con- 
sistent, usually having both pallor 
and anemia or at any rate poorly 
formed red corpuscles. 

The picture of health is really 
rather pale, not the vivid tangerine it 
is painted.

TASK OF CARING FOR 200 
BEGUN IN CARROLL COUNTY 
BOWDON, Ga., Feb. 26.—(/)— 

Carroll county relief agencies today 

plunged into the task of providing 

food and shelter for more than 200 

persons made homeless by yesterday's 

terrific wind and rain storm that took 
two lives and injured approximately 

50 others. 

J. L. MeGirt, of Carrollton, chair- 
man of the Carroll county Red Cross, 
working under the personal super- 
vision of Stone J. Crane, Georgia Red 
Cross representative, directed the re- 
lief activities in Bowdon, the hardest 
hit of the communities visited by Sun- 
day’s storms. 

Private citizens of Bowdon turned 
out with their automobiles to carry 
blankets and clothing to the needy, 
and the Red Cross established a tem- 
porary relief center where meals were 
served from a field kitchen to those 
whose homes were destroyed. 

Mr. Crane estimated the Red Cross 
was taking care of 200 homeless per- 
sons in Carroll county. Medical at- 
tention was given between 50 and 60 
others, Dr. O. R. Styles, of Bowdon, 
said. Approximately 150 buildings 
and homes in Carroll county were de- 
stroyed or damaged, and scarcely a 
building in Bowdon escaped damage 
from the storm. Crane estimated the 
damage in Bowdon alone at. $250,000. 

The only two fatalities were Mr. 
and Mrs. Will Phillips, about 60 years 
old, who were killed when their home 
was demolished near Carrollton. 

Charles Carr, national disaster di- 
rector of the Red Cross, will arrive 
here from Washington tomorrow to 
take personal charge of rehabilitation 
work. 

In Henry county, where the storm 
also struck, Miss Lucille Morgan, of 
the state headquarters of the CWA, 
was in charge of relief work. Miss 
Flora Pittman, CWA administrator 
for Henry county, was instructed to 
use CWA workers in clearing wreck- 
age in that section.

High Costs Shown 
In Bankruptcy Cases 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(4)— 
The special senate committee investi- 
gating bankruptcy and _ receivership 
proceedings reported to the senate to- 
day that the cost of such cases in 
three California cities for a period 
of 2 1-2 years exceeded the salaries 
of the president, the vice president, 
all senators and all federal judges. 

The committee reported that to rec- 
ommend the “drastic remedies” sug- 
gested by its inquiry so far might 
work injustice and therefore its in- 
vestigation should be pursued into 
other parts of the country. 

The cost of bankruptty and _re- 
ceivership cases in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Oakland for a 2 1-2- 
year period amounted to $9,243,407, 
the committee said. 

In contrast, it pointed out the sal- 
aries of the president, the vice presi- 
dent. the ten members of the cabinet, 
the 96 senators, the nine members of 
th supreme court, the 37 justices of 
federal circuit courts of appeals and 
the 145 federal district judges had to-

“Most of the  receiverships into 
which we made inquiry,” the report 
continued, “were found to have been 
inefficiently operated. The receivers 
were, for the most part, inexperienced. 

“Your committee is not impressed 
by the attitude of judges when they 
say they are not equipped to handle 
such matters as receiverships. They 
have the power to supervise. The ap- 
pointment of receivers is one of their 
inherent functions. To admit that 
they cannot meet the exigencies of 
such proceedings is, to our minds, tan- 
tamount to an admission of inability 
to function at all.”

The average skeptic, however, asks whether all this will promote the 
common good and whether the consumer’s interest will be protected 
as to prices. It is too early to judge the ultimate result of the experi- 
ment, for it has its perils and dangers, and it can be wrecked by im- 
proper personnel or short-sighted policies. 

The most significant development, however, is a recognition by the 
NRA chieftains like General Johnson and general counsel, Donald Rich- 
berg, that it takes two groups to carry on successful business—the 


, workers and the management who represent money, which in turn is 


owned by large groups of small investors. Strikes have taken a heavy 
toll already. 

To increase the number employed there must be the minimum in- 
terruption of trade. Also there must be eventually a shortening of the 
hours of labor. This means increased costs. But labor is not anywhere 
near the level of pay in most industries that it received in 1926. The 
cuts have been severe. Industry is willing to pay these increased charges 
if volume of business can be enlarged. 

Also there are certain businesses wherein labor has stayed close to 
the 1929 figure. The government’s iron hand will have to be used here 
to repress selfishness on the part of labor just as it must be applied 
to prevent labor from being exploited when profits do rise. 

The problems are stupendous. They will require a courageous per- 
sonnel and a defiance of political pressure. As yet the administration 
has not given much indication that it relishes the job of bringing down 
labor costs, as, for example, in the construction industry. Its own scale 
in the PWA is out of line but political pressure keeps the wage rates 
up just the same. 

It took a good deal of adroit handling to keep the railroad-labor situ- 
a getting out of hand. At best the crisis has only been post- 
poned. 

The lesson to be drawn from what is going on at the moment is 
that industrial self-government is a possibility if it represents a square 
deal and fair competition for those who are able to compete at all, but 
that the government representatives on the code authorities will have 
to be a group of wise, disinterested, forceful and persistent men, who 
will see that wages go up when they should go up, who will see that 
hours of labor are properly adjusted and who will know enough about 
the financing of modern business to get the government itself to find 
ways and means of developing the necessary credits on the one hand 
and the desired volume on the other to make balance sheets actually 
balance with a reasonable profit. 

Secretary Wallace thinks we need more export trade. He says eco- 
nomic nationalism and domestic allotment are all right temporarily, but 
we must look overseas for more trade. There’s a conference this week 
at the state department about that. If one recognizes that economic 
evolution takes time, then we may record progress on all fronts, slow 
though it be—and painful, as are the processes of gradual readjustment.

hair and not take some care of it. 
Frequent washing is necessary wheth- 
er the hair is oily or dry. Dirt is 
something that one doesn’t imagine, 
and it is necessary to keep your hair 
clean, just as you do your face. 

It is strange, but one of the best 
things for a scalp massage is one of 
the easiest and cheapest. It is so 
simple it will make you smile. If 
you will, after brushing the hair 
thoroughly, dip the fingers of both 
hands into a wl of ice water and 
then massage the scalp with the cold 
fingers, you will find that it will 
start circulation quickly and without 
the help of any medicated creams or 
liquids. | 

After rubbing the scalp with the 
cold, wet fingers, shampoo the hair 
with hot water. The easiest way is 
to get one of those rubber tubes with 
a spray on the end, kneel on the 
bath rug in front of your bath tub, 
and have at hand one glass into which 
you have poured liquid soap, and an- 
other filled with one-fourth cup vine- 
gar (the plain cider variety) and 
three-fourths hot water. 

Pour the hot soap liquid on the 
hair after you wet it with hot water. 
Use a third at a time. Rub well and 
rinse. Three rinsings are enough, 

Then pour the hot vinegar liquid 
over the head and rinse again with 
clear water. The vinegar cuts the 
soap suds and you can feel the hair 
getting soft as you rub it through 
the hair. The hair has a prettier 
gloss if you do not rinse it in cold 


soaps and shampoo liquids. I will 
give you the names of some of the 
liquids if you want them. If you 
want to take the time to make your 
own, melt the soap (I can tell you 
of several good ones) by keeping a 
quart jar.of water in a cupboard and 
letting the soap, cut into small pieces, 
stand in it till you are ready to use 
it. Then pour the thick liquid off 
of the top into the tumbler when you 
are ready for your shampoo. Shake 
it up, add more water and let stand 
till needed again. 


It is much better not to dry the 
hair under these hot air _ heaters. 
Sometimes it is necessary in cold 
weather if you are going out soon 
after you have the shampoo. But if 
possible wash your hair when you 
can stay in the house long enough for 
it to dry without heat being applied. 

I let mine get partly dry, then with 
an atomizer (one with a glass tube 
inside, not a metal one) spray on a 
water-thin liquid that makes it hold 
the wave. I put the combs in place, 
then a net over them, and then go 
about whatever I have to do, letting 
it dry slowly. If you take an eve- 
ning shampoo, leave the net on over- 
night.

THIS HEXAGON IS WORTH 
A DIAMOND OR TWO 
“Since so many of you are inter- 
ested in making a hexagon quilt I 
have an idea for you this week and 
another one next week. Today’s idea 
is not original with me. It came to 
me through the kindness of Mrs. E. 
Gilbert, of Tupper Lake, New York. 
“She calls it the diamond hexa- 
gon. And it’s a good name for it, 
too. I think you will like it because 
it uses up all sorts of prints. The 
finished quilt has a definite pattern, 
though, because the small diamonds 
are made of three colors repeated in 
regular sequence. It is the hexagons 
that take the odd and left-over prints, 
“One of the diamonds may be dark 
blue, another one a_ figured light 


blue and the third a plain blue or 
a plain white. 


In the direction and pattern leaf- 
let no seam allowances are made. 
That means that one quarter inch 
should be allowed on all sides when 
cutting the pieces. Be sure the pieces 
are color fast and of good material. 
Be sure the pieces are cut exact and 
true. Be sure the seams are started 
with a firm knot, placed in one quar- 
ter inch from ends and edges. And 
be sure the seam is finished one-quar- 
ter inch from end of pieces.

Reduction of 40 Per Cent in 
Cigair-Leaf Type Is 
Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(/)— 
The agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration today announced an adjust- 
ment plan to increase the returns of 
contracting growers of Georgia-Flor- 
ida (Type 62) cigar-leaf tobacco in 
1934 and 1935. 


Under the program it is expected 
to restrict production of this type of 
weed by 40 ‘per cent below the past 
five-year average and approximately 
$260,000 will be paid to producers, 
of which $120,000 will be paid this 
season if all who are eligible par- 
ticipate,

The base acre- 
age of each farm covered by a con- 
tract is the average acreage from 
which tobacco was harvested. in: the 
years 1929-33, inclusive. and the al- 
lotment is equal to the base acreage, 
unless the base exceeds five acres. If 
the base exceeds five acres the allot- 
ment amounts to two-thirds of the 
base. Tobacco, under the contract, 
can be grown only on allotted acreage. 

The sign-up program is expected 
to be under way in a week.

| Champion Is on Edge for 


Title Bout in Miami 
Ring.

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 26.—()—All 
that can be done apparently has been 
done for the battle of the fallen 
arches, the 15-round heavyweight title 
defense of heavy-treading Primo Car- 
nera against Tommy Loughran Wed- 
nesday night. 

The warriors finished batting prac- 
tice today, the Miami boxing commis- 
sion. picked a pair of judges to of- 
ficiate with Referee Leo Shea, and 
Louis K. MacReynolds, chairman of 
the commission, passed judgment .on 
the sinister reports that Carnera 
planned to tread with all his 260 
pounds upon the challenger’s weak 
arches in a deliberate effort to further 
his own cause. 

“Fighters” said MacReynolds, “must 
protect their feet just as they do their 
jaws. There is no foul in stepping 
on another man’s foot in a fight. The 
other man shouldn’t leave his feet 
where they can be stepped on.” 

PROTEST ARGUED. 

Thus did MacReynolds dispose of 
the protest of Philadelphia sports 
writer that Carnera, who broke a bone 
in George Manley’s foot during one 
sparring workout, and yesterday tread 
heavily on Ruck Everett, another box- 
ing mate, incapacitating him also, in- 
tended to do likewise with Loughran. 
Tommy has a bone in his right foot 
that has twice been dislocated. ne 
writers thus insinuated that Carnera 
was practicing to turn that weak 
arch into an Achilles heel with his 
own footwork if the going got rough 
late Wednesday night. 

Carnera did his last preparatory 
boxing today, working three rounds 
and part of a fourth with Johnny 
Miler, of Detroit, in an indoor gym- 
nasium after a downpour of rain soak- 
ed his outdoor ring at the South Beach 
amusement pier. A gash over Miler’s 
right eye, suffered early in the fourth 
round, brought the boxing drill to a 
close. 

The champion weighed in at 258 1-2 
pounds and appeared perfectly on 
edge. He stressed catching Miler’s 
left jabs with his right hand, then 
countering short and sharply with 
rights to the head. 

“If I don’t lick Loughran quickly, 
I don't deserve to be champion,” Car- 
nera said after the workout. “I'll 
knock him out as soon as I can catch 


him.’ 
CARNERA COASTS. 

While the challenger eased off, in 
his work at West Palm Beach the 
ticket sales lagged as the.rain flooded 
down. Predictions of probable gate 
receipts were scaled down to $75,000. 
Estimates of the probable crowd in 
Madison Square Garden’s bowl, re- 
constructed at a cost of about $25,- 
000 to seat 50,000, run no higher than 
20,000. Carnera still is held a 3 to 1 
favorite and there will be no broad- 
cast of the match, scheduled to start 
at 10 p. m., eastern standard time. 

With the approval of the managers 
of both boxers, Roy Latham and Colin 
McLoughlan, both of Miami, were 
named by the boxing commission as 
judges of the title bout. Boxing rules 
similar to those of the New York 
state athletic commission, and includ- 
ing a no-foul regulation, will govern 
the match. 

Loughran closed his boxing prepara- 
tions at West Palm Beach as confi- 
dent as ever that he will win the 
title. He boxed two rounds each with 
Jack Pettifer, Ace Clark and Ed Ho- 
gan. and was particularly careful to 
avoid the possibility of cut features. 
He weighed 185 pounds, 

Neither fighter plans to do more 
than keep his muscles loose through 
light exercise until time for the weigh- 
ing in Wednesday afternoon.

AMUNICATIONS. 
CONTROL IS ASKED 


Man Commission to 
Solve All Phases. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(7)—A 
bill to set up a commission of seven 


members to supervise the activities 
of communications systems took shape: 
today at the capitol under the recom- 
mendation of President Roosevelt. * 

Shortly after the president’ had 
sent congress a message suggesting the. 
creation of such a commission; ir- 
men Rayburn and Dill of the house 
and senate committees that ‘would 
handle such legislation disclosed they 


The recommendations called for 
transfer of the present authority the 
radio and interstate commerce ¢com- 
missions have over wireless, telephone 
and telegraph operations to the new 
agency. The new commission would 
study the operations of existing com- 
panies in those fields and make addi- 
tional legislative recommendations at 
the next session of congress. 

Already an extensive study has 
been made by an interdepartmental 
committee and the Rayburn and Dill 
committees had the recommendations 
of the departments before them in 
drafting the legislation. In addition 
to calling for a central communica- 
tions agency to provide federal regula- 
tion, this report suggested the crea- 
tion of monopglies in these fields un- 
der strict governmental control. , 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion now has authority over telephone 
and telegraph systems. 

In its report, the interdepartmental 
committee said benefits accruing from 
such regulation would be reduced 
rates, prevention of discrimination, 
speculative management and_ stock 
watering, and control of contracts for 
foreign countries, hotels and railroads. 

a presidential recommendation 
said: 

“T recommend that the congress 
create a new agency to be known as 
the federal communications system, 
such agency to be vested with the au- 
thority now lying in the federal radio 
commission and with such authority 
over communications as-now lies with 
the interstate commerce commission— 
the services affected to be all of 
those which rely on wires, cables or 
radio as a medium of transmission. 

“It is my thought that a new com- 
mission such as ] suggest might well 
be organized this year by transferrin 
the present authority for the contro 
of communications of the radio com- 
mission and the interstate commerce 
commission. 

“The new body should, in addition, 
be given full power to investigate and 
study the business of existing com- 
panies and make recommendations to 
the congress for additional legisla- 
tion at the next session.”

BEER LEGALIZED 


| FOR MISSISSIPPI 


Gov.Sennett Conner Signs 
Bill Approving 4 Per 
Cent Beverage. 


JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 26.—()— 
A quarter-century of state-wide pro- 
hibition ended in Mississippi late to- 
day when Governor Sennett Conner 
signed a bill legalizing sale and man- 
ufacture of 4 per cent beer. 

Laws prohibiting sale of malt and 
vinous beverages of 4 per cent alco 
holic content by weight were lifted 
from the statute books without fan- 
fare. The governor placed his name 
on the beer legalization and tax bills 


at 4:23 p. m. 

The news spread like wildfire 
through: the state. Dealers who have 
been preparing for days to dispense 
the brew, immediately posted their 
signs, lined their counters with mugs 
and made ready to supply the antici- 
pated demand. 

Legislators greeted the announce- 
ment with cheers. 

The customary dullness of a Mon- 
day session evaporated in the state 
senate in debate over a bill propos- 
ing local-option legalization of Sun- 
day amusements in Mississippi tewns 
with a population of 2,500 or more. 
The bill was defeated, 22 to 12. 


VIRGINIA SENATE BODY 
PASSES BOXING MEASURE 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 26.—(/)— 
The Daughton boxing bill, allowing 
professional bouts up to 15 rounds’ 
duration in Virginia, was reported 
from the senate committee on general 
laws with a 6-to-4 vote today. 

The bill, reported from the house 
committee without a dissenting vote, 
was passed by the house ten days 
or more ago. 

The senate passed the Cather-East 
bill with a 20-to-14 vote, allowing the 
DeJarnette hospital at Staunton to 
collect from its patients the cost of 
attention received there.

LONG-TERM PLANNING 
DISCLOSED BY ICKES 


CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—(#)—For the 
country’s natural resources, the 
Roosevelt administration has a “25 
or 50-year plan,” Harold L. Ickes, 


secretary of the interior, said in an 
address tonight. 

Included in the plan was the de- 
velopment of more water-power proj- 
ects like the two great ones at 
Boulder dam and in the Tennessee 
valley, he said. 

Mentioning specifically the study 
now under way of the Mississippi val- 
ley and the survey of the country’s 
water resources now being made by 
the national planning board, Secre- 
tary Ickes said: 

“This administration is planning 
ahead for the next 25 or 50 years.” 

Speaking before the Chicago Dental 
Society’s annual convention, the cabi- 
net member described “reckless ex- 
ploitation” of natural resources as 
having serious costs in lives and prop- 
erty. He said: 

“No man has a right to make 
$5,000,000 by destroying the forests 
at the head waters of a river if that 
exploitation causes floods that de- 
stroy property worth $50,000,000 
down stream.” 

Ickes described President Roosevelt 
as “a practicing conservationist” and 
said he himself was “an ardent one.” 

“Under the new deal, the property 
of the people will be developed, under 
wise control for the benefit of the 
people,” he declared. 

As among the “shameful facts of 
man’s inhumanity to man” through 
waste of natural resources, the sec- 
retary cited the destruction of timber 
land, the “extravagant exploitation” 
of oil, and the “serious depletion” of 
the western ranges through over- 
grazing.

NRA CRITIC NAMED 
TO RESEARCH POS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(/)— 
On the eve of NRA’s roundup of 
criticism in a succession of public 
hearings, Hugh S. Johnson today 
placed Leon Henderson, economist, 
who entered the NRA organization 
for the sole purpose of criticizing, in 
charge of the research and planning 
division, the foundation of all sta- 
tistical and economic studiés dealing 
with codes. 

Johnson will open the eriticism ses- 
sions in person tomorrow, addressing 
a general meeting at 11 a. m., to sum- 
marize the weaknesses he himself sees 
in the codes, review the general types 
of criticism so far presented and par- 
tially outline what he believes can be 
done about it, 

_ This will be followed by five ses- 
sions on separate subjects, each 
starting in the afternoon and running 
for as many days as it takes the peo- 
ple who wish to criticize to have 
their say. They will get 15 minutes 
apiece. Tonight some 200 had re- 
served time. A message from Mrs. 
Roosevelt will be read at one of them, 
dealing with the plight of: bookstores. 
Price Regulation Foe. 

Henderson’s appointment as_ re- 
search head at this time was viewed 
as significant since his one chief at- 
tack on NRA has dealt with price 
regulation in codes. He is a vigorous 
opponent of monopolistic devices and 
probably will steer much of the eco- 
nomic research towards demonstrat- 
ing the alleged harmful effects of 
open price association and other con- 
trols. Johnson is believed to have de- 
cided on strict limitation of these de- 
vices. 

The five sessions tomorrow will be 
on hour shortening, wages and other 
labor questions, price regulations, 
production control through limitation 
of machine hours or plant capacity; 
organization of code authorities, co- 
ordination between coded industries 
and financing of administration, and 
on the effect of NRA on small enter- 
prises and the minorities in industrial 


groups. 
Criticism Lacking. 
Talking to reporters today, John- 
son said the mail had brought him 
fewer critical responses to his recent 


been expected. He said he had been 
keeping up with a daily review pre- 
pared in his organization of all in- 
coming mail, which analyzes the num- 
ber and reason for complaints. 

“There are several things we will 
try to handle,” he said, “and they 
are bad.” 

He added he expected substantial 
changes in a number of codes, and 
that at tomorrow’s session he would 
outline the trouble spots. Most of 
NRA’s studies on program revision, 
however, will be kept open until next 
week for presentation to the gather- 
ing of code authorities which is to 
“iron out things.”

FRANCE 10 BUILD 
GREAT AIR FLEET 


PARIS, Feb. 26.—(UP)—Com- 
plete reorganization and moderniza- 
tion of the French air forces was or- 
ered by the government today. 
The program calls for a loan of 
4,000,000,000 francs (about $260,000,- 
000), to be spent immediately in 
building a huge air fleet second to 
none, The French project apparent- 
ly is based on the final conviction 
that disarmament is to be long de- 
layed if ever achieved, and an ade- 
quate air force will be essential] if 
the French frontiers are to be safely 


guar ; 

The United Press learned that the 
program would concentrate on two 
types of military planes, swift pur- 
suit planes eapable of a speed o 
more than three miles a minute, and 
fast, powerful bombers, capable of 
carrying 10 bombs a distance equiva- 
lent to a round-trip, non-stop flight 
to adjacent capitals on the continent. 

The air minister, General Victor 
Denain, described for the United 
Press how he intends to revitalize the 
air force. : 

Once given the appropriations, he 
said he would begin first to build 
pursuit planes with a cruising speed 
of 180 miles an hour. In addition to 


‘these and the huge bombers, he said 


they also had under consideration con- 
struction of prototypes of all branches 
of fighting ships which eventually 
would be weeded out, however, result- 
ing in less variety in the force, dnd 
higher efficiency than at present. 

Denain said they planned to build 
all new planes of metal, the fast mon- 
oplane pursuit ships replacing the 
famed Nieuports which now develop 
insufficient speed for modern needs. 
These ships, it was recalled, were out- 
distanced by the Italian naval air 
fleet when it passed over Strasbourg 
on the Balbo mass flight to the Unit- 
ed States and return last summer. 

The bombers will be huge craft with 
two or possibly three planes as com- 
pared with the fast monoplane types 
used for pursuit and combat. These 
bombers also will be used for recon- 
naisance, the general said.
